If this construction boom 


puts us up to 10,000 it will finally force 
recognition of the fact that our sewer 
system was built originally for a city 
of 3,000 or 4,000 people. . . . The prob- 
lem has lingered around city council 
meetings for many a year, a problem 
involving doleful thousands of dollars. 
But today it is a problem that is de- 
manding action regardless of cost, for 
additional homes; will aggravate a sit- 
uation that is already serious.

The measure of that growth is seen 


in the fnct that in 1910 only a little 
more than two million workers were 
organized, just above 8 per cent. In 
1920 the nearly five million organized 
workers were just above 17 per cent 
of the total, which percentage had 
dropped off to nine in 1930. 


This is a momentous change. It 


means a tremendous concentration of 
power, economic and political, in the 
hands of organized workingmen. 


When there is power, there must

A thousand years of history 
and much blood have been poured 
out in the effort to make political 
rulers responsible to the peoples they 
rule. Blood still flows in that unceas- 
ing struggle.

In precisely the same way, the 
industrial manager is responsible, nol 
only lo his owners and stockholders, 
but to all the people. Whence comes 
the right to hold and own the pro- 
perly in the first place? From all 
the people. Whence came the laws 
and the social outlook which permit- 
ted unions to organize to their pre- 
sent high peak? From all the peo- 
ple.

Sovielized Poland. 


In the same sector two years ago 


routed Polish troops were forced to 
give in lo German forces who lalei 
yielded it to Russia. 


Russians Fighting 


While German claimed successes it 


was apparent that with the exception 
of Minsk, Ihe Russian Red army was 
still fighting west of the 1939 fron- 
tier. 


In addition a Moscow communique 


declared lhal German attempts to 
knife across the Karelin isthmus from 
Finland, which is now fighting beside 
Germany, and attempts to land troops 
by sea at Viipuri, were repulsed. 
The seaport is on the Gulf of Finland 
74 miles from Leningrad. 


The war bulletin said Ihc Russians 


were slill holding against attacks from 
Murmansk on the Barents sea to the 
vicinity of Minsk and also south be- 
tween Lwow, Luck to the Ukraine.

With Russia 


Severs Diplomatic' 
Relations; 200 
Persons Held 


VICHY (/Pj— France Monday sever- 


ed relations with Russia and it wa 
learned that at least 200 persons, Sovie 
diplomats and consulates, were hel 
for questioning. 


The 200 Russians were concentrat 


ed in a stadium outside of Vich 
where Sunday Premier Petain pre 
sented a flag to the French youth 
labor camps. 


For 24 hours all roads to and fron 


Vichy were closely guarded. As sooi 
as the break was known the Russian 
informed the U. S. Embassy. It wa 
not known who will take over th 
Russian interests in France but i 
was expected to be Sweden. 


The break followed a week-end o 


conferences between French and Rus 
sian officials. It was said that Franci 
had taken the initiative because i 
was learned with certitude thai Sovic 
diplomals and consulars in France 
were carrying out activilies "agains 
the best interests of the state."

BELTSVILLE, Md. - It's okay, with 


Junior that the war has ploughed 
up America's supply lines to the 
vegetable gardens of Europe. As a re- 
sult, he probably won't have to eat 
so much ^ spinach for a while. 
But 


to Junior's parents, who grow many 
of their own vegetables in the back 
yard, America's being cut off from 
vegetable seed importation from Eu- 
rope raises serious problems. 


In the past, the' U. S. has been 


almost entirely 
dependent 
for its 


spinach crop on seed imported from 
the Low Countries. Denmark has sup- 
plied almost all of America's cauli- 
flower seed. The Canary Islands have 
contribuled heavily with onion seed. 


Over half a million pounds of rad- 


ish seed have been imported in one 
year from Ihe Netherlands. Domes- 
tic supplies of beet, cabbage, chard, 
carrot and many herb seeds have been 
greatly supplemented by imports from 
the Norlh Sea countries. 


Heat and Humidity". Spoil 


Many Seeds 


Without these imports, -American 


j gardeners, large and small, face the 
problem of conserving their own sup- 
plies in such a way that they will 
grow strong, healthy plants the next 
year. The problem is 
particularly 


pressing for Southern farmers and 
seedsmen, for heat and humidity spoil 
Ihe seeds of many vegetables in a 
very short time. 


To determine safe storage condi- 


tions for various vegetable seeds, Dr. 
E. R. Toole, U. S. Department of 
Agriculture scientist, has been con- 
ducting a series of experiments at 
the Bureau of Plant Industry's Hor- 
ticultural Station here at Beltsville. 
He thinks that he has found the an- 
swer.

The key to the problem is two-fold: 


keeping seed dry and keeping'it cool. 
.-As a first step, Dr. Toole spreads 
the seed out in a thin layer in a 
dry, airy place to dry before storing. 
An atlic or a normally heated room 
will serve well, and, unless the air 
is moist, an eectric fan will speed 
up the drying process. 


When Ihe seed is thoroughly dried, 


it should be placed in an air-tight 
container, such as a sealed fruit jar, 
and kept in a cool place, For the 
backyard farmer, an ordinary 
re- 


frigerator serves more than adequate-

example, Dr. Toole found that at 80 
deg. F. and 80 per cent humidity the 
seed was completely worthless aftei 
welve weeks. When, however, the 
temperature was lowered to 50 dg. F 
md humidity lowered to 50 per cent 
he onion seed germinated in perfeci 
condition afler a full year's storage.
